— Additional 
steps’ were. taken® today. in. furtherance 
of the progtam:of the Railroad ‘Adminis- 
trationto place a Federal matiager. in 
charge of the operation of each railroad 
now: ‘under its jurisdiction, and within 
a few. “weeks the Government will. be in 
complete control of all decisions involv- 
ing the use.of physical properties of the 
various systems. 

~ Orders relating ‘to operation wil! “then 
be’ issued’ and ‘put into effect through 
agents answerable for their’ acts” only 
to” the Goveérnnient, and’ who. heave no 
firahcial connection ' with ‘the private 
corporations. The belief was’ expressed 
today. that this course would rgmove the 
lust. obstacle’ in .the -way of a speedy 
carrying out. of . instructions.‘ which 
might, in the. belief:of Director General 
McAdoo promote the’ most -efficient use 
of the railroads as a single carrying

Administration,, it »was 
said today, has been making.a careful 
study of the question. from the view- 
point of obtaining - ‘the maximum’ of re- 
sults in the, matter of rapid transporta- 
tion, and that the Presidents who would 
be selected as Federal managers would 
be those who had displayed the greatest 
zeal’ in co-operating. with. the: Govern- 
ment. Where there hag been evidence 
of friction and a tendency. on the part 
of any executive to clash with the Gov- 
ernment policies’ a new régime will be 
set up. 

That there have been instances of this 
kind is not. officially denied, In ‘fact’ ‘it 
is intimatéd. that in the present’ move 
‘the Railroad Administration is not only 
‘seeking complete: federalization .of the 
railroads, but the elimination of all who 
have clung to old policies in face of or- 
ders from the Government to an extent 
that has hingered the Hallroad Admin- 
istration in its work. 

It is held that the Federal Governmént 
has assumed the responsibility of giving 
the nation’ the most efficient railroad 
service, and that itis unwilling to per- 
mit any situation which might, in the 
opinton of the Railroad Administration, 
“throw a monkey .wrench’’ into its 
plans, despite the fact that, the railroad 

officials thus accused” might ‘feel. that 
they were acting in the best interests of 

all. ‘ . 

MeAdoo’s Purpese Clear. 

Mr. McAdoo -t tly made it evident 
that.he believed in a complete federal- 
igation ‘of the railroads,. where opera- 
tion was concernéd at least, when he in- 
sisted that all of the members of his 
Advisory Council. end their relations 
with the private railroad corporations 
which ‘had employed them and take up 
their duties solely’ as. employes of the 
Government.

KERENSKY FOR SIBERIA? 

Suggestion That He Is Going to 

_ Organize Conservative Ele- 
ments Gathering There.

WASHINGTON, “May. 22.—The allied 
Governments apparently are working at 
cross purposes with regard to the pro- 
posal to build up Russia and bring-her 
back as a national entity. The plan of 


Great Britain and France contemplates 
military action. Several suggestions are 
under consideration ‘by. the-United States 
Government, it was learned today, but 
all of these are understood to contem- 
plate Russian -upbuilding -by peaceful 
means. There seems to be no movement 
to effect a compromisé that will insure 
active co-operation between the allied 
nations. with: the common-object of re- 
alizing Russian national.aspirations and 
bringing that country back into thé war 
as a powerful force that will aid the 
cause of. the Governments arrayed 
against the Central Powers.

The Government ig said also to 
be considering a -proposal to purchase 
war supplies available in Russia‘ in 
order to prevent thtm from falling into 
the. possession: of Germany. An enor- 
mous expenditure of. money would be 
required for this purpose. 

An unconfirmed report in connection 
with it is that the plan of the Admin- 
istration for -raising revenues, amount- 
ing to between $31, 900,000 ,000. and $33,- 
000,000,000, partly ugh the imposi- 
tion of increased t taxes, ‘contem- 
plates these purchases in Russia.’ The 
supplies reported to be available in- 
clude cotton and oil. Germany needs 
these commodities.badly and will go to 
extremes. to obtain them. It “was in- 
timated today that Southern Congress- 
men will be disposed to object strenu- 
ously to the purchase of. the Russian 
cottori, which, they “contend, “would in- 
terfere with disposifig of their own cot- 
ton crop.

Copyright, 1918, by The New York Times Company, 
Special Cable to Tos New Yore Trume 
PARIS, May 22.—French investors in 

Russian Government bonds and other 

Muacovité sécurities are showing great | 

anxiety whether they will receive the 

interest due them in July next. The 
seriousness of their position may be reé- 

aliged from the fact that France is a 

creditor of Russia to the tune of some- 

thihg like $4,000,000,000. French inves- 
tors héld today $2,300,000,000 of Russian 

Goverhment bonds, while they have at 

least a@hother $200,000,000 invested in 

Russian industrials. 

France is aiso a creditor in the sum 
of between $700,000,000 arid $1,000,000,000 
for advances made in materials supplied 
te Russia since the war bégan.

Most of thé money sunk in Russian sub- 
sériptions has been drawn from péople 
of véry limited means. 

For years investment in Russian se- 
ctirities was regarded here as a patri- 
otic duty, second only te the purchase 
of French rentes, for thé Russian alli+ 
ance was the only real wall against the 
German wolf. Conséquently, savings, 
often of thé poorést, were eagerly 
thrown into the Russian treasury. The 
stoppage of Russian interést payments 
would mean the reduction to povérty of 
thousands of small people, who are de- 
pending on the Russian coupons being 
honored. 

Up te April last, the French Goévern- 
ment itself assumed the payment of the 
Russian interest; but since then banks 
here intimated that no further pay* 
ments of this kind will be made.

That Would: Convince Ireland That 
“It Was for the World's Cause

LONDON, May 22.—There are few 
matters which more immediately con- 
cern the present military situation than 
the passage in Lord French’s proclama- 
tion to Ireland which runs: 

“That as a means’ to this end. we 
should cause atill further steps to be 
taken to facilitate and encourage. vol- 
untary enlistment in Ireland in his Ma- 
jesty's forces in the hope that without 
resort to compulsion the contribution of 
Ireland to those forcés may be brought 
up to its proper stréngth, and made to 
correspond to the contributions of the 
other-parts of the empire.”’ 

Doubts have been expressed_as to 
whether this means the dropping of.con- 
scription in Ireland or not. I do not 
pretend to know, but it quite obviously 
means that voluntary enlistment is’ to 
be tried at once. 

Now the plain facts of the situation 

are, we want men, and we want them 
at once, to meet the great Gernian 
menace: on the “western front; The 
pronouncements of the Government on 
this matter have left us in no doubt. 
Speaking on this question of the need 
for men on April 9; the Prime Minister 
said: 
*“* We have to choose between either 
submitting to defeat or taking the nec- 
essary measures to avert it. We will 
never submit to accept defeat.”’ 

The-matter could not be put more 
clearly. 

We are ‘still at the beginning of the 
campaign of 1918, which may well run 
on into November and bring with it a 
fresh crisis at least as dangerous as 
that through. which we have just 
passed. The men whom we obtain now 
can be made ready for the field in time 
to take part in this yedr’s campaign. 
The ‘men whom we obtairi in two or 
three months’ time Will not arrive in 
France until Winter has put a close to 
operations. on a large scale. 

It is already two months since. the 
German blow fell upon us, and the ma- 
chinery for conscription in Ireland has 
not yet been set up. It is quite clear 
that the English tribunal system will 
be useless in’ a country ig. the greater 
part of which the parliamentary repre- 
sentatives, local authorities, and priest- 
hood have declared their opposition to 
conscription. Some new methods must 
be devised, and that means delay. 
There are certain to be evasions, and it 
will probably be -necessary to employ 
force. 

Apart from the general difficulty of 
enforcing conscription upoh any people 
against their will,.the Irishman, in par- 
ticular, is constitutionally opposed to 
compulsion of any kind. Tell, him that 
he has got to do a thing and he will 
say that he wont. 

Ask him to do it and if appealed to 
in ‘the right way he will generally re- 
spond with warm-hearted enthusiasm. 

The announcement: of the voluntary 
recruiting campaign has already met 
with a response. Captain- Stephen 
Gwynn, M. P., has written to the Irish 
papers recommending the Irish~ people 
to accept the offer and saying that in 
his opinion Ireland can well spare as 
many men as will refill the depleted 
ranks of the three Irish divisions: If 
Ireland will give us now the men to 
bring these divisions up to strength and 
keep them up to strength, they will 
be worth double the numbér dragged 
in to serve after the present danger is 
past.

Distinctions 
such as these may seem trivial matters 
in comparison with the great problems 
bound up with our relations with Ire- 
land, but they mean sympathy and un- 
derstanding. With both of these we 
may get Ireland’s present help in time 
of trouble, while compulsion, like so 
much else in this war, would be too late.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCE; May 21, (Associated Press.)— 
The American artillery northwest - of 
Youl launched a “sudden and terrific 
local gas attack upon the German posi- 
tions and .cantonments within the 
Gerechamp Wood early today. Severe 
punishment was inflicted upon the 
cnemy. ‘How great is’not yet known. 

The: deluge -of American shells fell in 
three waves, and within half an 
hour the woods, in which it is known 
many Germans were sleeping, had been 
drenched with a large quantity of 
poisonous gas. 

In lively patrol actions Monday night 
and this morning east of Lunéville, Ger- 
man parties-were twice defeated by the 
Americans, who captured two prisoners. 

An officer and twenty men exploring 
the aréa northwest of Ancervillers, east 
of Lunéville, sighted four enemy patrols 
and established contact with one of 
them. The enemy party, numbering 
sixteen, took up a position in an un- 
used trench, from which they were 
driven by the rifle and grénade firing 
of the Americans. The Germans were 
then rushed by the Americans, who took 
two prisoners, one 809 badly injured 
that ‘he died later. .There were no 
casualties on the American side. 

Enemy Patrol Driven Off. 

Four hours later an enemy patrol made 
a bold attempt to rush one of our out- 
posts, but was driven off.

Lieutenant Taylor continued to. fire 
at the German pilot, and after “450 
shote had. been fired, most of them 
e@bout 70 yards, the enemy. machine 
Went spinning toward the earth in a 
nose dive.. 

In addition to Lieutenant Taylor's 
fight there were several others in the 
bright, sunny skies today. Two. Amer- 
fean aviators chased. two enemy ma- 
chines to Thiaucourt and there . at- 
tacked them. One ‘of the Ameritan 
pilots fired from directly under the. tail 
of a German machine, which went 
spinning toward the ground from 4,000 
meters to 500, where it was seen to.

~ Captain David Peterson of Honesdale, 
Penn., after g long chase, sent a 
German two-seater airplane. wabbling 
and diving to the ground in the neigh- 
borhood of Chateau Salins today.

the home of his father, William H. Tay- 
lor, at the Hotel Ansonia last: night. ‘ Mr. 
Taylor said that his son on his arrival 
in Paris was among members of the 
Ambulance Corps who volunteered to 
serve in the Ammunition Transport 
Corps of the French Army as motor 
truck drivers. Lieutenant Taylor was 
commissioned as a Second Lieutenant in 
the French Transport Corps. Last 
August, soon after the arrival of the 
first contingent of the American Ex- 
Peditionary Forces in France, he entered 
the American Aviation Corps as a 
private, and last November received a 
commission. Later he was made a 
Flight Commander in charge of five 
ther flyers and twenty mechanics.

America that Major Lufbery met his 
déath in a conflict with a so-called 
German _“‘ flying. tank’’ require con- 
firmation, in the opinion of the Royal 
Air Force expert here, to whom: THE

No British airman has yet come across 
any German armored airplane which 
could be justly called a ‘ flying. tank.”’ 

It is no secret that the Germans use ‘a 
certain ‘amount'of armor in the con- 
struction of machines specially designed 
for the purpose of fighting infantry, or, 
as the British call them, contact pa- 
trols. In this line of machine, however, 
the Germans possess nothing which the 
Allies cannot or do not turn out equally 
well or even better. These particular 
machines are niof very different from or- 
dinary battleplanes.

, PARIS, May @1.—Victor BOfet, the 
French Food Controller, delighted Paris 
‘this morning by announcing that the out- 


end of food restrictions was in sight: 
He said that the drastic measure in- 
. stitating three meatless days a week had 
already profuced such excellent results 
that it would be necessary to enforce it 
for only a short period, and no alterna- 
tive system of meat cards would be re- 
At the some time M. Boret said that 
if the harvest fulfilled present promiges 
it would be possible to increase the 
existing bread ration of ten and~a half 
ounces a Gay for each adult to some- 
thing more substantial. 

Bqually good news is the Food Con- 
troller’s statement that a new system 
of price restriction is to be enforced. 
Wholesale and retail dealers in food- 
stuff, sinee the institution of meatless 
days, have futhléessty raised prices to an 
extent which the Minister has publicly 
denounced as scandalous. The price of 
fish, for instanos, which is one of the 
few posstble substitutes for meat, has 
risen enormously. Soles, which sold at 
wholesale at 6 francs a bundle on May_1, 
were ea at 14 francs on May 15, the 
first méatiess day. Hegs rose proportion- 
ately, while meat itself soared to figures | 
out of all reason. 

~ M. Boret has already made strong ef- 
forts to remedy the scandal by inducing 
thé Paris City Council to open twelve 
municipal butcher shops, where meat is 
‘sold at.a fixed price. This week-end 
the first consignment of eight tons of 
beef bought by M. Boret in the provinces 
was transported to Paris, slaughtered 
under his control, and distributed among 
the municipal shops and the working~ 
class ¢O-operative stores, and a certain 
number of ordinary butchers, who 
agreed to sell a@ prices fixed by the 
City Council. Thig system is to be ex- 
tended until the meat. so provjged equals 
one-tenth of the daily consumption of 
Paris. : 

The Food Controller now announces a 
drastic extension of the methods of 
fighting the greed of food speculators. 
By Government decree the sale pric? of 
all meat will in future be fixed by the 
municipalities throughout France, or by 
the Prefects, if the former decline to 
-act. The holding back of meat supplies 
by speculators, which has been practiced 
to a shocking extent in Paris in order 
to force prices up, Will be met by a law 
requiring that ,all meat be placed on 
the market the day after its arrival 
fr¢m the slaughter, houses, under penal- 
ty of requisition. 5 
Restaurants whose prices have made 
eating almost impossible lately are also 
to be made to toe the by the 
establishment; if--othet méans teil, of 
prices fixed.by the State..

THE KAISER’S PATENT BOSWELL. 
Kast Rosner, the Kaiser's official 
Boswell, has finished his job; or, asa 


valedictory . published in The World 
puts it,: “ My command is at an end.” 
The Kaiser has. observed that books 
without end are crammed with anec- 
dotes of ‘NAPoLEon, his sayings and 
doings; every man who got within 
hearing distance of that extraordinary 
man had some characteristic act or 
utterance to report. It occurred to 
him that the second and greater 
NaPoLEoNn must not go unreported. He 
must say and do some characteristic 
things, and they must be Boswelled. 
Therefore he did something that would 
never ‘have occurred to the original 
NAPOLEON; he set about doing these 
characteristic things and he appointed 
an official Boswell. This Boswell was 
Kart. Rosner, correspondent of the 
Berliner Lokal-Anzeiger. ; 
Mr. RosNER has accompanied or fol- 
lowed the Kaiser throughout the 
western offensive, Boswelling away at 
stated and measured times. When it 
was time for the Kaiser to do some- 
thing characteristic, the signal was 


| given for Mr..RosnER to advance and 


begin Boswelling. Of course Mr.

‘Notified that 
the Kaiser is to say something pathetic 
‘and historic at 1:30 P. M. on a hillock 
near Queant, to the west of Cambrai, 
Mr. RosnEs repairs thither. He finds 
the Kaiser in the correct attitude, 
looking mournfully down: upon the 
battlefield, his staff disposed properly, 
some at. L., some at R., some at L. 
U. E., one.alongside him—necessarily, 
for the Kaiser cannot utter the historic 
and pathetic saying unless he has 
somebody. to utter it to. As soon'as 
Mr. RosNEB has arrived the Kaiser 
turns to the officer who is serving, if 
we may so phrase it, as Mr. Hennessy 
to his Mr. Dooley, and says, “ What 
“have I not done to preserve the 
“world from these’ horrors?” Mr. 
RosneEg. duly notes it, retires at the 
proper signal, and the characteristic 
utterance is properly Boswelled to the 
world. 

At another time the Kaiser decides 
on picking a violet, and Mr. Rosner 
is sent for to record this beautiful in- 
cident. Really, it is the best of all, 
because original. NAPOLEON never 
thought of picking a violet; neither 
did? HANNIBAL or CAESAR or ALEXANDER. 
Even if one of them had, it would 
néver have occurred to him to have a 
Rosner on hand for purposes of Bos- 
wellization.. This was a stroke of 
genius, but in the main the “ turns”

Cross on the battlefields of France 
and among the victims of “ frightful- 
ness ” is the propaganda of humanity, 
and the Red Cross 1s, therefore, a 
formidable antagonist, always to be 
reckoned with as a factor that may be 
decisive. Of what avail ifs it to de- 
stroy the homes of noncombatants by, 
sword and fire and to lay a country 
‘waste, with the design of ruining, 
starving, and demoralizing a people, if 
the Red Cross comes to their rescue, 
feeds them, nurses them, finds them 
shelter, clothes them, restores their 
courage, and fills their souls with the 
‘will to achieve victory? 

What the Germans think of the 
“ second line of defense,” as the in- 
defatigable Red Cross has been so 
aptly called, they show by shelling 
and bombing its hospitals and firing 
upon its ambulances. This has been 
of such common occurrence, so many 
cases have been proved, that the en- 
emy’s intentions are now well under- 
stood and guarded against. 

The Germans cannot concetvye of the 
activities of the Red Cross on the sidé 
of the Allies, backed so lavishly with 
Money and organized so thoroughly, 
except in the light of propaganda. The 
humanity, the idealism of the Red 
Cross campaign they are blind to, or 
think it a sham to hide a subtle po- 
litical motive, a strategical plan. It 
is the success of the Red -Cross in 


communities, in raising up.a despair> 
ful people to face the horrors of war 
with resolution, that worries the Ger- 
mans. And especially they hold in 
aversion the American Red Cross, be- 
cause the great resources of the United 
States are behind it for sanitary, con- 
structive, and restorative work, which 
renders futile the barbarous tactics of 
“ frightfulness.”

It ‘has long been known that the food 
situation in. Austria was.worse than in 
Germany, and there is no intrinsic im- 
probability _that,. as. was stated, some 
of’ the people in Austria have already 
been brought. to _cannibalism—a point 
always reached when famine has re- 
duced men to. the state of desperate ani- 
mals. The dispatch said that the vic- 
tims were prisoners. of war employed 
in the gas. works, apparently, of Vienna, 
but it referred to those who murdered 
them only as “fellow-workmen.” ‘That 
might ve meant either that the killing 
was done by other war prisoners or that 
it°was the work of their Austrian asso- 
ciates. . 

If the former interpretation is the true 
one, the revelation .is not politically im- 
portant, as it only shows that the Aus- 
trians are letting their prisoners of war 
, Starve to death, as was done long since 
by the Germans; but if the’ resort to 
this ghastly means of sustaining life was 
by Austrian workmen, the episode has 
a larger .significance, and, coming from 
any. other country than one of the two 
where the people as a whole are prac- 
titally without a voice tn the determina- 
tion of national policies, it would jus- 
| tify a confident prophecy of immediate 
revolt against. the military class. But 
Austria and Germany are not to be 
judged, by the. rules that apply.to the 
rest of mankind, and the limit of their 
endurance is unknown.

Worse than, that, the wish: for im- 
mediate peace fs not shared by. the men 
in the field;. it is entertained. only by 
people here. at home who either put 
their personal anxieties above all other 
considerations or else lack the intel- 
ligence to see. that peace this year would 
be more than likely to be—would almost 
necessarily be—a “‘ negotiated peace ’’ of 
the horrible sort. that has been estab- 
lished in Russia and in Rumania. 

The American soldiers who are risking 
their lives in France have no desire. to 
be relieved from hardship and danger 
at that dreadful price.

LONDON, May 22.—The prohibition of

TO HAVE POLICE POWERS. 


Reserves t, Get Status of Regular 
Force, Announces Leach.
